LIMBERING UP. 
Shortly after 7 o’clock the Oro Fino Club 


and the Union League began to form in 


front of their headquarters on First street, 
who were determined 
to get a peep at everything going, soon 
blocked the streets 30 that it was hard for 


| the clubs to get out and take their places ip 


the line. 

Eacn regular train and several specials 
brought country clubs in, and they were 
duly received by either the Oro Fino Club 
or the Union League, who marched them 
through the streets to the point where they 
were to join the line, 

Between the hours of 7 and 8, confusion 
heid full sway, and those who did not know 
Maj. George E, Gard, the grand marshal, 
feared that the whole thing would be a flat 
failure, but Marshal Gard and _ his efficient 

aids were not idle, and at 8:50 ‘p.m. a pro- 
cession that will be remembered in Los 
Angeles as long as the Republican party 
lives, moved amid the shouts aud cheers of 
50,000 ‘yoices, The whole city seemed: to 
enter into the spirit of the thing, and even 
the ladies joined in cheering whenever they 
could get @ word in edgewise.

An Organization Which Proposes to 
Act as a Whipand Spur in Poli- 
tics and Compel the Nomination 
or Secure the Election of Good 
Men. 


The anti-saloon meeting at Opera-house 
Hall last evening was attended by about 
200 people, a majority of whom were ladies, 

Dr. J. P. Widney, chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, presided, and Ulrich 
Knoch acted as secretary. 

In calling the meeting to order, Dr, Wid- 
ney referred tothe Republican deimonstra- 
tion as the probable reason why there were 
no more present, after which he explained 
at length the objects for which they had 
been called together. The Doctor said 
that the anti-saloon people had _ put 
off meeting until after the Presiden- 
tial election because they did not 
wish to get mixed up in polities, and he 
referred to what had been accomplished at 
the last ciiy election, saying that they had 
polled about 1200 votes, when they dia not 
expect to get more than 600. He said that

Singular Fnd of Old Bob Norton— 


Shown by an Autopsy—A History 
of Ups and Downs. 


Old Bob Norton, a rather queer character 
who has been employed about various 
livery stables in the city for some time, 
came to his death yestefday in a singular 
manner. Norton has been making his 
headquarters at Edwards’s stable, on Re- 
qguena street, for some months. He wasa 
hard drinker, and had been on a spree for 
the past three days. Friday he stayed in 
his bunk during the morning, but in the

it seems that Norton had gene to the river 
to wash himself, as a prece of soap and an 
old rag, which he probably used as a towel, 
were found on the: bank beside him. In 
stooping over he lost his balance and 
pitched ferwaid on his face into the river, 
and not having strength to raise himself up, 
he drowned in less than a foot of water. 
There was no evidence of a struggle, the 
body apparently lying just as it had fallen 
when found. 

As there were several curious features 
about the case, Coroner Meredith decided 
to have a post mortem examination, 
4o’clock Dr. McGowan held an_ autopsy, 
when an astonishing state of affairs was” 
found to exist. Not only was the, whole 
right side paralyzed; but the old man was 
found to have been a sufferer from the 
worst case -of hernia that the doctor had 
ever seen. There were also evidences of 
typhoid fever, and his liver was that ofa 
chronic drunkard, while the intestines were 
covered with fat. The doetor was of the 
opinion that Norton had a stroke of 
sis while leaning over the water, an virtu- 
ally fellforward dead, and the Cononer’s 
jury returned a verdict that death was 
caused from suffocation. 

Norton was a man about,65 years of age, 
and it is said thathe formerly ran a large 
livery stable in San Francisco. He was 
said to have been worth $75,000 or $100,000 


he lost it by speculation. 

While working in the mines, he fell down 
a shaft 40 feet, his partner being killed, 
but he escaped with severe injuries, from 
which he never recovered. After the loss 
of his fortune, he took to drink, and went 
steadily down hill, finally becoming a con- 
firmed drunkard.

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The weather was unfavor- 
able today and tonight for the great ratifi- 
cation meeting that was advertised to take 
place. Early in the daya steady drizzling 
rain setin and continued until nightfall. 
Sidewalks and streets were consequently 
deluged with mud, and altogether it. was 
the most disagreeable day of the season. 
In view of this unfavorable outlook for an 
outdoor demonstrations, the committee 
having the affair in charge early in the 
afternoon called a meeting, and postponed 
the ratification meeting until next Wednes- 
day night. However, the postponement of 
the committee was too late to prevent the 
arrival of a number of delegations from 
Crawfordsville, Clinton county, and sev- 
eral small delegation from other places 
in Indiana and Illinois. The demonstra- 
tion tonight, therefore, was purely an im- 
promptu local affair. | 

Gen. Harrison did not come down town, 
the weather being too inclement. Early 
large crowds began to congregate on Penn- 
Sylvania and Washington streets. It was 
the same motley-looking crowd that has 
filled the streets for the past four days, 
blowing their tin horns and ringing bells. 
As evening approached they were rein- 
forced by several hundred out-of-vown Re- 
publicans, notably a delegation from Craw- 
fordsville, which was accompanied by five 
uniformed drum corps. About7 o’ciock the 
rain ceased, and the people began ygather- 
ing on Pennsylvania street and around the 
New Denison, not knowing that the big 
demonstration had been postponed. By 8 
o’clock the jam was terrific. The sidewaiks 
were simply impassable, and far into the’ 
muddy streets the crowd surged back and 
forth, making a hideous din with their 
thousands of tin horns, drum corps, torpe- 
does and lastly incessant cheers. Within 
the New Denison the scene was a repeti- 
tion of Thursday night. Ali sorts of out- 
landish garb were to be seen. Some wore 
Chinese dolis on their breasts, others had 
their plug hats covered with red flannel, 
while not a few bad paper log cabins 
stretched over their hats, giving thema 
most unique appearance. Many were cov- 
ered with little flags, while their head gear 
rivaled that of a Sioux chief. Othersagain 
wore red calico pants or bright colored 
coats—anything to od Vhen the 
Crawfordsville drum corps marched into 
the hotel at 8 o’clock the excitement and en- 
thusiasm reached its zenith, and men 
cheered themselves hoarse. 

First came horsemen dressed in fantastic 
garb, with hats full of flags and coats 
chalked with figures. Following this caval- 
cade came a band, then about 400 veterans, 
who were also covered with flags and pic- 
tures. Sky rockets, Roman. candies and 
cannon torpedoes in profusion reeted the 
procession as it passed nsylivania 
avenue into Market street. Following the 
veterans came nearly a thousand nonde- 
scripts, gorgeously arrayed in old plug hats 
aud brilliant suits, no two men ing 
dressed alike, and many of them shooting 
roman candles. Perhaps the best oe pone 
was that of tne students of the Indiana 
Dental College. They carried a coffin, 
within which sat upright a skeleton 
with a foot protruding. The head of the 
skeleton was swathed in a bandana, and 
the inscription on the coffin was ‘Free 
trade baby.” The students provoked 
storms of applause as they marched through 
the great crowds, Another device that 
caught the crowd was a small coffin carried 
on a pole, and inscribed, ‘‘Death to the rea 
bandana,” and beneati, the words, **Good- 
by, oh Grover, good-by.” An express 
wagon, hauling a mammoth grandfather’s 
hat over three feet in diameter, painted 
red, was vociterously cheered. Some half 
a dozen drum corps were consolidated, and 
behind them came an endless. mob of horn- 
blowers, whose object was to make as much 
noise as possible. Many carried strings of 
sleighbells, others had handbells and: dev- 
ils, drums and horns, and fiddles, and their 
success was unquestioned. They marched 
through the city for two hours, and at mid- 
night, a goodly number of them are still on 
the streets, 

The continuous din of the past four days 
has grown fearfully monotonous to down- 
town residents, and the regular boarders at 
the hotels are leaving to escape the afilic- 
tion. .All this time Gen. Harrison sits 
quietly in his library, reading the news of 
the day and chatting with an. oecasionai 
friend who calls. Among his gallers today 
were Gen. Lew Wallace, Congressman 
Henderson, Patrick Barry of Chicago, also 
John Devay, President Joseph R. Ryan, 
First Vice-President, and Michael Brestin, 
Second Vice-President of the Anti-Cieve- 
land and Protective League of New York. 
They come expressly to congratulate the 
General, and were cordially received. 

Congratulatory telegrams continued to 
pour in upon Gen. and Mrs. Harrison. The 
total has now reached about 6000. They 
are from all classes of people, but by far 
the larger portion came from individual 
workingmen or labor representatives.

THE MINE DISASTER. 


Later Details of the Kansas 
Calamity. 


Nearly Fifty Mangled Fodies Taken 
| , from the Deadly Pit, 


Most of the Victims Too Badly Man- 
gled to Be Identified. 


Other Eastern Dispatches — The Hanging of the 
Chi-azo Anarchists Commemorated by Their 
Disciples—More Money Needed for 
Yellow-fever Sufferers. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 10.—| By the Associated 
Press.] A special from Pittsburgh, Kan., 
gives the details of the horrible holocaust 
in the shaft of the Pittsburgh and Cherokee 
Mining Company last night, The company. 
had more orders than they could fill, and 
had been running an uausuaily large force 
of miners. “Yesterday worning 164 men 
were lowered into the’ mine. At noon the 
shots were fired all right and later the 
miners descended for afternoon daty, At 
5:30 they were ready to fire shots again. 
The first shot had been fired, but before the 
men could be hoisted a terrific rumbling 
noise was heard above, and a black cloud of 
dirt, slate and dust shot into the air from 
the meuthof the shaft, tearing away the 
tracks upon which the cages were hoisted 
and filling the shaft with débris. The ex- 
plosion occurred on the east side, and is 
attributed to the inexperieace of some of 
the new men. 

Before the men outside could recover 
their senses one of the ininers appeared at 
the airshaft nearly suffocated. He was 
helped out, followed by others until a large 
number escaped, how many is not known. 
There was plenty of help at hand, and 
those at the top devoted their attention to 
rescuing their entombod companions. The 
fanhou e was only slightly damaged, and 
was first repaired, canvas being tacked 
over the holes that had to be closed. About 
12 0’clock the fanhouse was ready, and 
fresh air pumped into the mine, driving 
back the poisonuus gas and averting suffo- 
cation. Atte tion was then turned to 
raising the cribbing so that the cages could 

lowered. 

Men were lowered into the shaft by ropes, 
as the bucket could accomplish nothing. 

At 2 a.m. the cage was ready to descend, 
and the first rescuing party thus lowered 
into the shaft. Owing to bad air they could 
not remain long. On the first return of the 
cage it contained a number of uninjured, 
but badly demoralized men. The bottom 
of the shaft was bidly damaged, and it was 
difficult to get at the dead. As fast as 
found they were piled together at the bot | 
tom, while the living and badly wounded 
were hoisted to the top. At4a.m. five men 
had been fF p.m, four more 
were brought out alive. At this time they 
struck an entry containing twelve more 
dead, and at this hour (2 p.m.) 25 dead and 
9 wounded have been found, with 25 miss- 
ing—the latter supposed to be dead. A large 
number ot the killed are French and Italian

temporary hospital was prepared in a 
blacksmith shop near by, where the most 
heartrending scenes were witnessed as the 
mangled and badly-burned men were car- 
ried in. David Tweed and Elw 
died soon after being taken out, the casual- 
ties now being placed at 52 dead and 8 in- 
jured. 

A later = from Cherokee, Kan., says 
that 90 bodies have been recovered, and it is 
believed that there are still 46 in the mine. 

The principal difficulty in ascertaining 
the names of the victims lies in the fact 
that there were a large number of new men 
who were not known to Pittsburgh people, 
and may never be identified. 

SCENES AT THE SHAFT. 

Kansas Ciry, Nov. 10.—The Journal’s 
special, from Pittsburgh, Kan., says: The 
developments of today have only added to 
the horrors in No. 2 shaft of the Cherokee 
and Pittsburgh Coal Company. Citizens of 
Girard and Pittsburgh responded nobly to 
the call for assistance, and every citizen in 
the latter place offered his services. Dur- 
ing the long and dreary night thousands of 
men, women and children thronged about 
the shaft waiting anxious- 
y for some tidings of the 
condition of the men beneath the clouds of 
sulphurous smoke. Now and then some 
poor woman, learning that her husband was 
among the victims, would break the still- 
ness of the night by a heartrending wail of 
sorrow that meited the strongest hearts 
with pity. The rescuing party did noble 
work during the night, and when morning 
came many willing hands came to their re- 
lief. Throughout the entire day the 
great cage, which had been repaired, 
made regular trips, bringing to the 
top of the shaft the mangied and 
torn bodies of unfortunate’ miners. 
Up to a late hour last evening 34 bodies had 
been recovered, and most of them were so 
badly bruised as to be unrecognizable either 
by friends or relatives. Robert Pritchard, a 
Scotchman, and Frank Meerschinger, a 
German, were found at the bottom of the 
main shaft in adying condition and brought 
to the top. Both died at 4 o’clock. A tem- 
porary hospital has been provided and a 
neighboring blacksmith shop has served as 
a morgue. Here the bodies were placed for 
the inspection of friends.

PRINCE BISMAKCK AT HOME. 


A Paris Journalist Describes the Iron 
Chancellor. 

M. Perivers of the Figaro has been 
paying a visit to Friedrichsruhe, and 
accident made him an eye-witness of 
the meeting between Prince Bismarck 
and Count Kalnoky. He says: 

‘**Close by the station stands a little 
country inn, which is much frequented 
by people from Hamburg and more dis- 
tant places, anxious to catch a glimpse 
of the Chancellor. I bad barely taken 
a seat at this inn when mine host said: 
‘If you want to see Prince Bismarck, 
make haste and go to the station; he is 
going there to meet Count Kalnoky.’ I 

ad just reached the unpretending little 
station when the Chancellor drove up 
in a small open carriage, drawn b 
two horses. Two huge black Danis 
hounds careered in the dust alongside. 
The Chancellor alighted with a very 
brisk and springy step for an old man 
of 73. He went upto the stationmas- 
ter and shook hands with him, raised 
his hat to the few people present, and 
stood leaning against one of the cast- 
iron pillars supporting the veranda. I 
thus had an opportunity of havinga 
good look at him. 

‘“‘The Bismarck now before me was 
very different from the Bismarck I 
used to see in Berlin six or seven years 
ago, before Dr. Schweniger took him in 
hand. The Bismarck of today is thin 
and bony, and the Doctor has, it is well 
known, disincumbered him of his un- 
healthy fat merely by preventing his 
drinking with his meals. He is look- 
ing remarkably well, his gait is swift 
and automatic, but denotes real vigor; 
his complexion is clear and almost 
pink, no doubt the result of the health- 
laden breezes from the German Ocean 
and the Baltic. I remark also that 


the features are softened down; 
you scan. them in vain to dis- 
cover that harshness, not to say 


ferocity, which are so apparent in his 
photographs. It may, however, be due 
to the fact of his being in civilian garb, 
Ilis soit felt hat, very much the worse
